The Prince of Wales this year sent 
out shoals, and almost everybody follows 
guit. St. Valentine's Day, on the other hand, 
is fast becoming neglected.

BKAVE JAMES GIVENS. 

Many of the survivors reached the city yes- 
terday and have sad accounts of the disaster. 
Whiie many acts of heroism were performed 
by many members of the crew, the palm 
must be awarded James Givens, the sailor, 
who now lies with his eyes burned out and 
various other severe injuries, belieyed to 
be fatal, at the hospital in this city. 
Givens’ duties were to look after the rigging, 
boats, etc. He is, as his position indicates, a 
regular sailor, and, as the event proved, has 
the typical bearing of the true Jack Tar. 
When the steamer touched the bank 
and bounded away, Pilot Jolles left 
the wheel and sprang overboard. Givens 
quickly realized that the salvation of all on 
board depended upon the Hanna being 
brought back tothe bank. At this time the 
pilot house was surrounded by the flames, 
but, nothing daunted,the brave fellow sprang 
to the wheel, brought the steamer’s 
head ain to the bank, and in 
order to keep ber there locked the wheel in 
the proper position. While he was doing this 
the fire swept over the pilot- house and he was 
imprisoned by the flames which had already 
severely burned him. It was high time to 
think of his own life now that he 
had rendered possible the saving of the scores 
ofotners. To escape it was necessary to push 
through the wall of fire surrounding him. 
Givens made a dash for the side of the 
steamer, and, although frightfully burned, 

SUCCEEDED IN REACHING IT. 

Althrough the moving mass of fire he did 
not lose his presence of mind, but jumped into 
the river and etrugyled to the bank, where he 
was pulled ont, cruelly burned and exhausted 
from his efforts. Noman ever performed a 
more heroic act than that of Givens, 
and it is a matter of universal regret that his 
gallantry and humanity should have cost him 
so dear. te accounts somewhat modify 
earlier reports of the loss of lite. 
Last night it was not believed that 
more than thirty persons perished. 
Ot the eighty-three people known to 
be on board, sixty-two, including Givens and 
the other injured men, are altive. This leaves 
twenty-one missing. Of the missing, the dead 
bodies of twelve have been recovered. In this 
estimate no account is taken of the dead pas- 
sengers whose number is ‘ unknown, 
although it is said to have been 
small. Conservative estimates now place the 
number of lost at not exceeding thirty. The 
fire is supposed to have been caused by a 
spark falling among the cotton from the pipe 
of one of the roustabouts or deck hands.

DESTRUCTION OF THE BUSINESS PORTION 
OF MARBLEHEAD, MASS. 


_ 


About Fifteen Factories, Other Industrial 
Establishments and Dwellings Burned in 
Last Night’s Conflagrattion — The Loss 
Estimated at Over 8500,000—One Thou- 
sand People Thrown Out of Employment. 


MARBLEHEAD, Mass., December 26.—This 
town was visited. by a conflagration last night 
that devoured the entire business portion of 
the town, abouttwelve acres. The fire was 
first discovered in the house furnishing store 
of D. B. H. Powers, on Pleasant street, about 
10 o’clock. The direct cause of the fire is not 
known. The first warning was announced by 
a loud explosion of naptha in the store. The 
alarm was quickly rung in and immediately 
followed by a second and third. When the 
firemen reached the burning building it fell 
with a mighty crash. It was a wooden 
structure and was rapidly consumed. The 
firemen did their best to hold the flames in 
check, but their efforts amounted to nothing. 
The buildings surrounding the structure were 
nothing but mere Bhells and it seemed 
as if everywhere a spark fell a fre 
started. In fifteen minutes from the 
time the first alarm was rung in, the 
entire business portion was a sea of flames. 
The fire raged flercely and the two companies 
were of no avail to fill the task they were called 
upon to perform. Assistance was summoned 
from Lynn, Salem and Swampscott, and these 
towns quickly responded. It is estimated the 
loss is between $500,000 and $600,000. The en- 
tire shoe manufacturing district, the 
principal business of the town, was 
burned to the ground. Fully sixty 
buildings were consumed. The people were 
frantic and rushed to and fro as 


though crazed. The flames spread with such 
rapidity that scarcely anything was saved. 
The tenants residing in the dwelling houses 
were 

COMPLETELY BURNED OUT 
and as they were watching their homes con- 
sume they presented a pitiable sight. The 
fire after demolishing the buildings in - which 
it started A — 2 across 
to Rechabite Hall, which s totally 
burned. From there it swept over 
toward W. B. Brown’s house, which marked 
the limit of the fre on the western side. The 
wind was most fortunately light, but the roar- 
ing mass of flames swept over to F. W. and J. 
W. Monroe’s shoe factory on the opposite side 
of Pleasant street. The building was a wooden 
structure, four stories high, and was soon 
burned to the ground. The shoe factery of 
Charles Reid, to the west, also caught 
fire and burned to the ground. 
The progress of the fire was 
checked upon this side at this point, but it 
swept uncontrolled tothe eastward and the 
flames soon reduced Paine’s express office to 
amass of ruins. Sheds, fruit stands and 
small tenement houses were consumed with 
rapidity. It seemed as if the entire town was 
doomed. By this time help from Salem, Lynn 
and Swampscott arrived, and this response 
put new lite into the workers.

A DOMESTIC TRAGEDY. 


HARRY SCHOONMAKER’S ATTEMPT AT WIFE 
MURDER AND SUBSEQUENT SUICIDE. 


The Startling Revelations of a Beautifal 
Girl at the Bedside of the Dying Wife— 
Mamie Wood’s Betrayal by Young 
Schoonmaker at the Point of a Pistol a 
Few Days Before the Tragedy. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, December 26.—Kneeling at the 
bedside of dying Eaith Schoonmaker and cry- 
ing hysterically a young woman yesterday 
told a startling story and one which goes far 
towards clearing up the Brooklyn mystery of 
the shooting of the young wife and the suicide 
of the husband. The only sister of the mor- 
tally wounded girl was astounded when she 
entered the Long Islana College Hospital to 
find a stranger there. She was young 
and beautiful, and her eyes were 
red with weeping. Forgive me, 
she said, „for the intrusion, but 
while I am innocent of any wrongdoing my- 
self, my conscience troubies me. Harry 
Schoonmaker betrayed me at the point of a 
pistol at Asbury Park on Saturday night a 
week ago.’’

I have rage | slept a moment and 
almost broken down withthe borror and sus- 
pense of the week’s doings. 

THE TRAGEDY. 

In the letter I sent Mr. Schoonmaker I 
made an appointment to meet him on Monday 
evening at the briage entrance on the Brook- 
lyn side. Ihad heard nothing of the awful 
tragedy and proceeded thither, and while 
waiting metafriend who in the course ofa 
short conversation told me of Mr. Schoon- 
make?’s act and showed me an account of it 
ina iam eee 

Iwas shocked and immediately an uncon- 
trollable desire to see his young wife before 
she might die, seized me, and although I 
struggied against myself I finally yielded to 
my feelings and went that night to the hos- 
pital. That was last nigh hristmas eve— 
and Jam sure the poor young woman recog- 
nized me. I went again to-day and met Miss 
Magnus, to whom I told all.“ 

In answer to a question, Miss Wood sald she 
never had illicit relations with Schoonmaker. 
She is a beautiful bionde, whose eo- 
ple live at Barnettsville, a ittle 
town just bask of Newburg on the Hudson. 
This practically disposes of the cry that Mrs. 
Schooumaker had agreed to die with her hus- 
band, as the circumstances first indicated. 
The womanliness and loyalty of the gentle 
girl were shown during the latter part of her 
married lite, when she bore her maniac hus- 
band’s taunts in silence, and even screened 
bim once when he lifted her hand against 
herin anger.

AT THE POLYTECHNIC. 


Names of the Applicants—The Principals 
Unable to Agree on Suggestions for a 
Course of Study—The Construction of the 
Hodgen School Building to Be Passed On 
by an Arbitration Committee. 


There was an examination this morning for 
colored assistants in one of the rooms of the 
Branch High School. It was conducted by 
Superintendent Long and the branches of 
learning in which the knowledge of the ap- 
plicants was tested were: Arithmetic, gram- 
mer and natural science. The examination 
will be continued to-morrow when the studies 
taken up will be: Algebra, geography 
and spelling. There were seventeen ap- 
plicants examined this morning, all 
of them young women. Their

THE COURSE OF STUDY. 

The principals have been holding a number 
of meetings lately for the purpose of deciding 
upon recommendations to be made to the 
Course of Study Committee, but there has 
been very little harmony of opinion in their 


gatherings and therefore they have been unable 
to get up a programme for the benefit of the 
committee. The principal trouble seems to 
be about the course of study in history. In 
all the meetings there has been a wide diverg- 
ence of opinion as to what parts should be 
taken up in the various grades and where it 
should be left off.

THE HODGEN SCHOOL. 

The Building Committee has decided that 
the most advisable action which can be taken 
in regard to the Hodgen School building, the 
alleged faulty construction of which has 
caused so much comment, isto leave the mat- 
ter to an arbitration committee. This sugges 
tion has been favorably received by Mr. Neu- 
meister, the contractor, but before the com- 
mittee fully determines upon such action the 
concurrence of the board will be asked 
at the next meeting. If the board 
approves the suggested plan of settling the 
matter, thenan Arbitration Committee will 
be selected. It will consist of three members, 
one of whom will be selected by the commit- 
tee, another by Mr. Neumeister and a third to 
be mutually a ed upon. Speaking about 
the reports which have been circulated that 
the building would be a veritable death tra 
in case of a fire or panic, Mr. Henning ~ 
Prentiss, the principal, said in conversation 
with a Post-DI8SPATCH reporter to-day: 

„There is no reason for fearing a terrible 
catastrophe in case of a panic or ofa fire at the 
Hodgen School. In thefirst place we have 
an ample number of exits and the doors do 
not openinward but outward, as the city or- 
dinance requires. I use all the exits in dis. 
missing the school every day and — the 
building in five minutes after the warning bell 
ie rung. If necessary the time couid be 
shortened to three minutes. Discussing the 
question of school panics, is it not a remark- 
able fact that in almost every affair of the kind 
the number of girls injured is far greater than 
the number of boys? Take the great Ward 
school disaster, which Mrs. Day spoke about 
in Saturday’s Post-DIsPaTCH.

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THE POOR CHILDREN’S FUND. 

The mission of the Post-DIsPaTCH 
Christmas, tree which furnished unal- 
loyed happiness to thousands of little 
ones in Music Hall yesterday is not yer 
ended. 

To give the poor children of the city a 
taste of Christmas joys, a glimpse of Kris 
Kringle, a delightful entertainment 
which they will never forget and a 
package of good things was only 
a part of a plan of benevolence 
decided upon by the committee having 
the enterprise in charge. Many of the 
children who shared in the benefits of the 
tree yesterday, while deprived of luxuries 
by the poverty of their pgrents, have food, 
clothing, warmth and other actual neces- 
saries of life. There are also thousands 
of children, however, who are without 
food, clothing or adequate shelter for the 
winter, and the Committee still has 
to take action to devote the remainder 
of the magnificent fund to the pur- 
chase of clothing for them and to 
the further amelioration of their unfor- 
tunate circumstances, especially for those 
who are sick and helpless. 

Happily, owing to the fact that the 
Posr-Disrarcn defrays all expenses of 
yesterday’s entertainment, and through 
the generosity of contributors, a large 
part of the fund is unexpended. The 
committee will meet Saturday to decide 
upon the best method of disposing of the 
surplus. It will be put to excellent use 
and will give additional cause of grati- 
tude on the part of the poor and of con- 
gratulation on the part of the friends of 
this gracious charity.

NO CONVICT CAMPS FOR MISSsOURI 

So long as the State leases to contractors 
a large army of convicts together with 
costly manufacturing plagte owned and 
maintained by the State, there will be 
ground for the complaint that private 
business enterprises suffer from unfair 
competition with the State, and that free 
labor is exposed to cruel competition with 
convict labor backed by the superior re- 
sources and power of the State. 

The problem of employing convict labor 
in such a way as to accomplish the penal 
and reformatory objects of a convict-la- 
bor system, with a due regard for econ- 
omy and with the least possible injury to 
free labor and to individual enterprise, 
still remains unsolved. But of all pro- 
posed solutions that which would estab- 
lish convict labor camps all over the 
State and familiarize the people of every 
township with the brutal spectacle of 
chain-gangs working on the highways 
under the guns of armed guards is the 
worst. 

When the State undertakes to make im- 
proved roads for the counties, the plan 
would have to be such as would preclude 
all log-rolling or favoritism and secure 
to each locality itsiproper proportion of 
State aid, or the attempt would do more 
harm than good. The apportionment of 
convict labor among the counties in pur- 
suance of such a plan would be imprac- 
ticable and the reverse of economical. 

Improved highways are certainly desir- 
able in every county, but the surest and 
most economical way of getting them is 
by paying for them with the money of the 
local population using them—county 
money paid to free labor for honest work. 

Every movement to import the horrors 
ofthe Southern convict camps into Mis- 
souri should be nipped in the bud. No 
worse convict system is conceivable, for 
the convicts themselves, and there is no 
surer way of subjecting free labor to 
degrading and injurious competition with 
convict labor. It is a Russian, not an 
American idea.

Tux decision of the State Supreme Court 
in the telephone case may be open to 
criticism as giving a more liberal con- 
struction tothe company’s grants of power 
than to the city’s, but right lor wrong, 
it is conclusive as against thecity’s ability 
to prescribe and enforce telephone rates 
by ordinance. It is equally conclusive, 
however, as against the company’s right 
to use the streets and alleys except upon 
such conditions as may be prescribed by 
the city in the exercise of her “undisputed 
police power. Inthe exercise of such a 
power, a much smaller city in the State of 
New York has not only forced a telephone 
monopoly to bind itself to have all its 
wires under ground by a certain date, but 
has forced it to buy easier conditions 
with a substantial concession in rates. 
The State Legislature will hardly have 
the face to refuseithe relief asked by the 
city. The Indiana Legislature promptly 
fixed a maximum rate of telephone 
charges far lower than is asked for in this 
State, and the Indiana law has been fully 
sustained by the courts. But even if the 
Legislature refuses to interfere, the 


city will have still other weapons in ber 


armory.

THE MYSTERY OF WM. RICHOERN OF SOUTH 
THIRD STREET CLEARED UP. 


He Lived in a Filthy Room in a Yard at No. 
804, but the Police Found $1,400 Which 
He, Had Hoarded Up—Something of His 
Life—His Love for Rum—His Effects, 


N South Third street, 
to the rear of No. 804, 
isa yard surrounded 
by two-story tene- 
ment houses which 
reminds one of the 
yards described in the 
novels of Oharle s 
Dickens. You enter 
through a narrow 


passageway and find 
yourselfin an inclos- 
ure, poorly payed in 
parts with brick. 
Around and above 
are porches protect- 
ing the doors and win- 
dows of the houses. 
Rickety stairs of 
) wood, eaten by time 
and weather and rain 
and rot, lead up to landings decorated with 
old clothes and Wed sheets hung out for an 
alring. Dark windows, suggestive of still 
darker rooms, peep from under the porches 
and seem to shrink away and hide themselves 
when the sun ona bricht day looks into the 
yard from the oorner of one eye, for the roofs 
and the gables and the porches conspire to 
prevent him getting a full view of the place. 
The bannisters of the atairways are black with 
greasy dirt, deposited there from contact 
with black and greasy hands, which for years 
have been rubbing them up and down. On 
any day in the year that yard would certainly 
not invite one in, but to-day it seemed par- 
ticularly bleak and cold and dark and unin- 
viting. * f 

There are children in the yard, too, 
and there were children there this morning 
who freely advertised the season of the year 
by the doughnuts which they endeavored to 
devour as hurriedly as their maxillaries 
would permit and the mouth harmonicas and 
tin horns upon which they endeavored to per- 
form between bites. 

WHERE EICHORN LIVED. 

There is one house, or one house section 
properly, of the yard, locatedin the south- 
eastern corner, which at any time is dark and 
dismal with ite overbanging porches and ite 
grimy bannister and creaky stair. But yes- 
terday morning it was particalarly dismal. 
The ¢rizzlie which was falling made the ooze 
on the, Ara’ 6 bricks slippery and treacherous; 
the yai and its surroundings were even 
worse than “wey seemed this morning and the 
gloom was o. celleved by the chat of the 
children and the sound of their tin horns. 


But the gloom outside was nothing to the 
gloom inside. Ina black, filthy and malodor- 
dus room on the second floor of this hous e lay 
an old man—dead. He bad died the night 
before and nobody was aware of it, and he lay 
there waiting for some one to discover that he

He 
was conscious of hie trouble, whatever it 
was, for he was under the treatment of a 
doctor in the neighborhood who threw-in his 
skill forthe price of the medicine if it wus 
purchased at his drug store and it generally 
was. This was a clear saving of doctor’s 
fees. The doctor said he had consumption. 
This doctor seemed to know more about the 
old man than anyone else. According to 
his testimony Eichorn was an old soldier 
and drew a pension of $0 a month 
from the Government. Thishe hoarded and 
Saved and stowed away ina city bank. He 
never ate asquare meal, contenting himself 
with cookies and cakes, which he bought in 
lots worth 5 cents and which held out two or 
three days. Occasionally he went toa neigh- 
boring boarding house and bought a bowl of 


soup. 
HE LIKED RUM. 

Eichorn was about 65 years old. He saved 
shaving expenses by — ng his whiskers grow 
and soap money not washing. He 
bad stacks of ola clothes and shoes 
and therefore his cigar cost him — * H 
was economic to an alarming extent. ut 
had one luxury which he indulged to the limit.

JACK WRIGHT MORTALLY WOUNDED ro- 


DAY IN A FAMILY QUARREL. 


The Woman Inflicts the Wound in the Same 
Room Where Lou Johnson Was Assassi- 
nated bythe Chinese Conspirators—She 
Tells Why She Was Forced to Use the 
Weapon. 


In the room in the rear of No. 715 Walnut 
street, where the unfortunate Chinaman, Lou 
Johnson, was so cruelly murdered a few years 
ago by his-fellow countrymen, Jack Wright, 
a negro, this morning received what will 
probably prove his death wound.

THE SPRINKLING BILL. 


OFFICIALS SAY THERE IS NO QUESTION 
ABOUT ITS VALIDITY. 


Comptroller Campbell Presents the Case of 
the People Who Propose to Resist the 
Ordinance—An Indorsement by the 
‘Boiler Inspector Causes Trouble—The 
Jeint Resolution ip Danger. 


But little credence is given at the City Hall 
to the report that a large property holder 16 
preparing to contest the constitutionality of 
the street sprinkling ordinance, which has 


was reported that a resident of Cabanne place, 
owning about 1,000 feet of ground, would take 
this method of resisting the tax of about $100 
assessed against his property. There 
is a feeling among the officials that 
the superiority of the new system 
over the old is so generally recognized that 
few men would have the hardihood to fly in 
the face of public opinion in an attempt to 
abolish it. The average cost has been 
about 7 cents per linear front foot, and 
at this rate the total tax against 
property on streets formerly left unsprinkled 
is not enough to make it an object of litiga- 
tion. Furthermore, there is perfect confidence 
in the constitutionality of the ordinance. Oity 
Counsellor Bell was asked to-day if he had re- 
ceived notice of a suit to contest the legality of 
the ordinance. He said he had not and didn’t 


anticipate being called upon to defend the city 
against a suit with such poor foundation. He 
was at a loss to know what points a suitor 
would rely upon. Comptroller Campbell said: 
There is no question about the legality of the 

sprinkling ordinance. The people of this 
2 ty, by an overwhelming vote, and in accord- 
ance with the prescribed conditions, have 
amended their charter and decided to have the 
streets sprinkled and to pay for the same by 
the levy of a special tax. Now, no 
what the people decided to do—no matter 
how foolish—so long as the decis- 
ion was not in conflict with the 
constitution of the State it was legal. Sprink- 
ling the streets and paying for the work ie not 
in conflict with the Constitution... It may be 
a hardship on people who have pay on va- 
cant property and who would suffer no an- 
noyances themselves if the. adjoining street 
were not sprinkled at all, but the subserv- 
lence oF individual to the gen- 
eral welfare is one of the some- 
times inconvenient incidents of oy - 
ilization. In this case the poor wealthy people 
who own large tracts of ground will, I sup- 
pose, have to pay the tax for the benefit of 
those who live nearby and would suffer from 
dusty streets. In the localities in which such 
com 2 live their neighbors will do as 
— for them.

bitter criticism. A practical steam engineer 


discussing the views of the head of the Board 
of Inspectors said: ‘‘According to him it is 
not necegsary that an applicantfor an eng- 
neer’s license should have any practical 
knowledge of the steam engine, or steam gen- 
erator. All he need dois to commit answers 
to memory, ap ar before the Board of Exam- 
iners, answer the questio hedged to him, pa 
bis fee, and 3 a full f steam engi- 
neer. I cannot but think, in — ot the above 
indorsement by our city Boller Inspector, 
thatthe system of examining candidates for 
license to run stationary engines, is a fraud. 

it is a fraud on owners of steam power 
plants, inasmuch as they entrust their prop- 
erty to incompetent men on the strength of 
such license. It is also a source of danger to 
life and property against which the public 
cannot provide. 

„Any Boiler Inspector, city, State or federal, 
that would make such a statement is nota fit 
person to hold such office. 

“In this connection,I would say also that our 
method of ins ting boilers is, inthe main, a 
gigantic farce” I have been present durin 
the Inspection of boilers on two occasions an 
I must candidly say the entire proceeding 
struck me as being farcical and fraudulent. 
No wonder so many boilers explode, when 
under the contro! of incompetent men. And 
if St. Louis has been free from boller ex 
plosions, it’s notowing to our 8 m of in- 
spectfon, but rather to the fact that pressures 
are carried far below the limit of safety, or 
else the boilers are under the charge of other 
than hand- book engineers.

THE Pax AMA BUBBLE. 


HISTORY OF THE FAMOUS CANAL AND ITS 
ENGINEER. 


The Nitaraguan Scheme Most Feasible— 
Easier Than Suez—Serious Bpgineering 
Problems Encountered From the Hirst 
Unlooked-for Obstacles. 


From the New York Mail and Express. 

The collapse of the great Pannama Canal 
bubble has been too long expected in this 
country to occasion much surprise here. In 
France, however, where the confidence of the 
public inthe scheme has been marvelously 
great, the disaster almost produced a financial 
panic. The hard earned savings or all classes 
of oltizens are engulfed in the big ditch. 
Whether the work comes to a permanent stop 
or is continued under different 
and more energetic management, is un- 
certain. Only about $,000,00 worth 
ofthe stock of the company is held in this 
country, and that does not represent an actu- 
al investment of that much money by Ameri- 
cans. The company has elegant offices in the 
Mills ,Bullding, and glowing inducements 
have been held. out to investors, but with 
much less success here than abroad. Ex-Seo- 
retary of the Navy Richard W. Thompson is 
the head of the American committee, and Mr. 
Nathan Appleton of the Seligmans’ banking 
house isa member. Both ot these gentlemen 
declined to make any predictions as to the 
future of the canal er to confirm the rumor 
that an American syndicate is endeavoring to 
obtain control and finish the canal. 

The idea of connecting the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific Oceans by means of a canal across the 
Isthmus of Panama dates back to the fifteenth 
century. The advantage to even the limited 
comnmerce of those days was so fully appre- 
ciated that careful examinations of the terri- 
tory were made by Cortes in 1525. The plan 
that was then thought practicable was a cana! 
to connect the River Chagres, which flows 
into the Oaribbean Sea, with the Grande, 
which s into the Pacific, near Panama. 
The route was examined by two Flemish en- 
gineers under Philip II., but for political 
reasons the King ordered that no one should 
revive the subject under penalty of death. 
In 1826 the project was again discussed and 
Domingo Lopez, a native of Oolombia, 
traced a new line or a canal between 


Panama and Portobello. But it was not until 
1827 thatthe first formal exploration of the 
Isthmus was made. This was done by engli- 
neers, under orders of Gen. Bolivar of New 
Granada. Either a railroad or a canal was de- 
clared feasible. The French Government 
first took up the matter in 1848, when Engi- 
neers Garelia and Courtines made an examina- 
tion of the Isthmus, and reported in favor of a 
canal from Limon Bay to the Bay of Vaca del 
Monte, twelve miles west of Panama. One of 
the features of their plan was a tunnel 120 feet 
high and 17,800 feet long. In 1864 Mr. Kelle 
of New York surveyed a route from the Guit 
of San Blas to the River Chepo, which would 
also require a long tunnel. In 1870 Capt. Sel- 
fridge, of the United States Navy, surveyed 
two routes to the mouth of the Rivers Sabana 
and Lara, on the Pacific Ocean. He found no 
lower level for crossing the Oordilleras than 
1,000 feet. Two other expeditions were sent 
out by our government in 1874, and the ques- 
tion of the 5 „ undertaking the 
work was seriously considered, but nothing 
was done. 
NICARAGUA MOST FEASIBLE. 

The surveys and examinations made by our 
Government have favored the Nicaragua route 
as the most feasible of any of the eleven lines 
acroas the Isthmus which have been consid- 
ered. While we were engaged in examinin 
the route nearer to this country the French 
slipped in very quietly at Colon and before the 
situation was realized in this country the canal 

been surveyed and the work commenced. 
Lieut. Lucien naparte Wyse of the French 
navy came over with a party of twenty men 
and made the preliminary surveys in 1 7, 
and obtained the concession from the Gove n- 
ment of the United States of Columbia, March 
28, 1878. By the terms of this concession 
he was nted the exclusive privilege of con- 
structing aship canal from Colon to Panama 
for a period of ninety-nine years, the canal to 
be finished within twelve years after the or- 
ganization of the company. If any unforeseen 
obstacles were encountered, the limit was to 
be extended six years. As most of the obsta- 
cles which thecanal company has encountered 
were entirely unforseen they are undoubtedly 
entitled to an extension of time. 

On heey ey | to France Lieut. Wyse and his 
associates had all the rights necess lor the 
construction of an interoceanic can across 
the Isthmus, and only needed a regularly or- 
ganized company and money. It was at this 
point that Count Ferdinand de Lesseps be- 
came identified with the project. He is be- 
lieved to have given some thought to the 
scheme of plercing the isthmus when he was 
Consul to Central America and before he was 
sent to Alexandria in a similar capacity. 
While at the latter place in 1881 he found thata 
canal across the Isthmus of Suez was the great

pt was nearer home he gave his at- 
seatlon't & the Old World first, but it was not 
until 1869 that he succeeded in overcoming 
all the physical and diplomatic difficulties 
and completing the great work of his life. 
He then retired fora few years and enjoyed 
his well-earned laurels. @ married a young 
Creole lady, Mile. Helene Autard de Bragard, 
his present wife and the mother of his young 
and interesting children. He was decorated 
by Napoleon III. with the Grand Oross of the 
Legion of Honor, and other nations showered 
honors upon him. When he became the head 
of the Panama Canal Oo. his influence, his 
fame and the confidence of the ＋ in his 
ability carried the project on in the face of op- 
position and discouragement from every 
quarter. The International Scientific Oongresa, 
which was called to decide which of the vari- 
ous lines across the Isthmus were the best, 
declared in ree of the sea-level canal from 
Colon to Panam eps’ — se- 
oured this — In Decefnber De 
Lesseps started for the Isthmus to haath the 
pro route for himself.

The Culebra cut is another difficulty that 
has turned out to be ater than the first cal- 
culations placed it. e cut through which the 
railroad passes, which is 239 feet 6 inches 
above sea level, was found to be impractica- 
ble on account of its making a very sharp 
curve in the canal necessar The lowest cut 
thatcan be used is 839 eet and 6 inches. 
This increases the cube of rock to 
be out through enormously. A series 
of drillings made by an American contractor 
has quite recently disclosed a bed of rock so 
intensely hard that the diamonds were torn 
from thedrills. Immense beds of quicksand 
bave been found near the Atlantic terminus of 
the canal, innocent looking marshes were 
found to be aballow coverings for ledges of 
rock and coral formations difficult to remove 
disastrous storms proved that elaborate and 
expensive basins will be necessary at both 
termini. The climate proved to be a great 
drawback. It means pestilence and death to 
foreigners. Yellow fever sweeps off the 
whit@, and ‘pernicious fevers, due to the 
miasmatic atmosphere, killa both blacks and 
whites. The highést official death rate re- 
corded was in November, 1884. During that 
month 653 officers and men were buried. Over 
$2,000,000 have been spent in the erection of 
hospitals, and they are nearly filled at all 
times of the year. 

THOUSANDS OF LIVES SACRIFICED. 

The cost of the canal in lives has been 
frightful. In July, 1884, a new cemetery was 
opened at Panama. Two years later another 
cemetery was opened, as the old ones were all 
en . hag * 1880, the last grave bore the 
numbe Aside from this several bun- 
dreds of ‘the middle and better class were 
buried in the stone vaults, and the Chinese 
and Hebrew cemeteries received their quota. 
When the Panama Railroad was built it was 
said that every sleeper marked a death. The 
deadly climate has not Improved since then. 

Another serious difficulty that made itseif 
felt in 1882 is the earthquake. Seismic dis- 
turbances have ocourred for centuries on the 
isthmus. Oities have been partially destroyed 
and lives lost. One authority states that 
40,000 inhabitants perished between Santa 
Fe and Panama aboutacentury ago. The 
shock of September 7, 1882, threw a part of the 
facade of the cathedral at Panama into the 
plaza, demolishing the roof and stone columns 
of the town hall and damaged all of the build- 
ings in the city. At Toboga, an island in the 
Gulfof Panama, a part of a rocky cliff was 
shaken down. A stone church, located mid- 
way between Colon and Panama, was literaliy 
shaken to 3 Mile after mile of the 
Panama lroac track was upheaved and 
rendered — A at fissure was created 
extending across the pane of Colon, and an- 
other one, two mileg in length, followed the 
Chagres River. a 

THE REMARKABLE FINANCES. 

The finances of the Panama Canal Co. 
have been remarkable. The enormous 
amount of money raised has all been obtained 
by popular loans. The fame that attached to 
the name of De Lesseps inspired unbounded 
confidence in the undertaking among ail 
classes of the French people. The thrifty 
laborer and the wealthy man of leasure alike 
contributed. One put in the — * savings 
that he had been hoarding for years, while the 
other dropped afew thousand france from his 
surplus. Some idea of the source of the con- 
tributions may be gained from the fact that 
the number o stockholders is over 
200,000. The subscriptions were obtained 
by giving out low estimates on the 
cost of the work, the amount of ex- 
cavation, and the time required, and by low- 
lug promises and representations, the 
payment of 5 per cent on the stoak durin the 
progress ofthe work. Allofthe original es- 
timates have proved to be fallacious, and that 
the company could not afford to pay 5 per 
cent interest on their entire capital stock for 
years before any income is received is appar- 
ent. The original estimates placed the total 
excavation necessary at 46,000,000 oubic. me- 
ters, but by the time work was commenced 
the estimate was ralsed to 75,000,000 cubic me- 
ters. In March, 188, the engineers in charge 
admitted that fully 120,000,000 eubic meters 
would have to be excavated, and the actual 
amount probably not less 
than 150,000, 000 cubic meters. Of 
this amount only 35,000,000 cubic meters

On the lakes wrecks due to 
stress of weather are exceedingly com- 
mon, and during the spring and fall 
eli risks taken on such vessels are classed as 
extra hazardous. Butonthe ocean and riv- 
ers the percentage of wrecks are not worth 
counting, but nearly all the risk arises from 
collision and fire. o the latter the Missis- 
sippi boats, as the companies that Thave at dif- 
ferent times represented, are more liable than 
any other vessels In the world. Any one who 
will look atariver steamer will see the rea- 
son.

The age river disaster on record 
occurred in . when the steamer Helena 
came up fron icksburg with nearly 1,500 
wounded soldiers on board. A fire, always 
supposed to have been incendiary, broke out 
near the Arkansas shore, and alinost all oa 
board were lost, the casualties. be- 
ing as heavy as those of a 
pitched battle. The old fashion of 
burning hams when racing, occasionally in- 
Adulged in by crack boats, was ete A fraught 
with danger, as the heat generated these 
was much greater than could result from 
coals; inthe haste and hurry of a race a trail 
ot grease was likely to be left between the fur- 
nace and the stores ofham and bacon, and 
a single spark wus likely to set fire tothe 
bacon, and then there was no hope of saving 
the boat. Some of the most terrible disasters 
that ever occurred on the river in the old 
racing days came from this cause, but nowa- 
days no such risk is incurred. When all tne 
factors of danger are considered it is a real 
wonder that so few fires occur. 


FIRE ON THE OCEAN. 
On the ocean,’’ Mr. Ross went on to say, 
next to collisions, the greatest danger arises 
from fire. Ocean steamers do not fear storms 
or alee shore, but collisions are a constant 
source of danger and a fire in the bold is a 
terribie thing to handle. The store of 
coal requires continual watchfulness, 
as spontaneous combustion is likely 
to arise at anytime and the hose has to be 
turned on three or four times a day.
